New Ambulance Quarters Resolution approved

The fiscal court approved a 
resolution that authorized the 
application for a $500 Commu¬ 
nity Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) that will assist the 
Pendleton County Ambulance 
Taxing District in constructing 
a new 6,915 square foot ambu¬ 
lance quarters. This facility is to 
be located on 2.5 acres just off 
KY 330, slightly west of Fal¬ 
mouth (across the highway 
from the Pendleton County 
Health Center) .This property, 
which is owned by the District, 
is out of the 500-year flood 


plain and in the approximate 
center of the majority of the 
population of Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty. This facility will replace an 
aging and inefficient 3,100 
square foot ambulance quarters, 
which is located on a land 
locked parcel of property in the 
100-year flood plain in down¬ 
town Falmouth. The (CDBG) 
will cover only 34% of the proj¬ 
ect’s cost. The remaining 66% 
will be financed through bond 
and cash funds. The total price 
of the project is 1.4 million dol¬ 
lars. If all goes as planned the 
project’s completion date is 
estimated to be in November of 


2015.

Kara Williams with 
Vision 2015 spoke on the 
importance of collabora¬ 
tion and building partner¬ 
ships. Vision 2015 is a 
shared public plan that 
represents the region’s pri¬ 
orities.

USDA to send acreage history 
and yield reports for 2009-2012

U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture (USDA) Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) Administrator 
Juan M. Garcia announced 
that farmers should start 
receiving notices updating 
them on their current base 
acres, yields and 2009-2012 
planting history. The written 
updates are an important part 
of preparing agricultural pro¬ 
ducers for the new safety net 
programs established by the 
2014 Farm Bill. 

“We’re sending these 
reports to make sure that 
farmers and ranchers have 
key information as they make 
critical decisions about pro¬ 
grams that impact their liveli¬ 
hood,” said Garcia. “It’s 
important that producers 
take a few minutes to cross 
check the information they 
receive with their own farm 
records. If the information is 
correct, no further action is 
needed at this time. But if 
our letter is incomplete or 
incorrect, producers need to 
contact their local FSA coun¬ 
ty office as soon as possible.” 

Verifying the accuracy of 
data on a farm’s acreage his¬ 
tory is an important step for 
producers enrolling in the 
upcoming Agriculture Risk 
Coverage (ARC) program 
and the Price Loss Coverage 
(PLC) program. Later this 
summer, farmers and ranch¬ 
ers will have an opportunity 
to update their crop yield 
information and reallocate 
base acres. 

“We’re working hard to 
prepare and educate farmers 
on the new programs created 
by the 2014 Farm Bill,” 
added Garcia. “I encourage 
producers to bring their 


USDA notice to any sched¬ 
uled appointments with the 
local FSA county office. This 
will help ensure they have the 
information they need with 
them to discuss the available 
program options.” 

By mid-winter all produc¬ 
ers on a farm will be required 
to make a one-time, unani¬ 
mous and irrevocable election 
between price protection and 
county revenue protection or 
individual revenue protection 
for 2014-2018 crop years. 
Producers can expect to sign 
contracts for ARC or PLC for 
the 2014 and 2015 crop years 
in early 2015. 

Covered commodities 
include barley, canola, large 
and small chickpeas, corn, 
crambe, flaxseed, grain sor¬ 
ghum, lentils, mustard seed, 
oats, peanuts, dry peas, rape- 
seed, long grain rice, medium 
grain rice (includes short 
grain rice and temperate 
japonica rice), safflower seed, 
sesame, soybeans, sunflower 
seed, and wheat. Upland cot¬ 
ton is no longer a covered 
commodity.

Students might want to 
eat a deluxe cheeseburger at 
a fast food restaurant every 
day, even though they can 
save money by making their 
own sandwich and brown- 
bagging it. 

If a student needs a car 
to drive to and from school, 
a want would be a new 
sports convertible instead of 
a reliable, used car with 
good gas mileage and less 


flash. A student who lives in 
a city, however, might save 
more money by taking pub¬ 
lic transportation. 

Each time students are 
faced with a purchase, they 
should ask themselves if 
they really need it or if they 
can get by with a less expen¬ 
sive item - or without it 
completely. They should 
save the money they don’t 
spend so it’s there when they 
really need something.

Kentucky granted extension status through 2015 


The U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security has 
added Kentucky to a grow¬ 
ing list of states and territo¬ 
ries granted extensions of 
time for meeting require¬ 
ments of the stringent new 
identification security law 
known as REAL ID — mean¬ 
ing a Kentucky driver’s 
license is still sufficient for 
gaining access to the vast 
majority of federal build¬ 
ings. 

The extension runs 
through Oct. 10, 2015, and 
is renewable. Without the 
extension, those with a Ken¬ 
tucky driver’s license would 
have had to produce anoth¬ 
er form of identification, 
such as a birth certificate or 
U.S. passport, for access to 
some federal properties. 

The REAL ID Act was 
passed by Congress in 2005 
in response to the 9/11 
Commission, which recom¬ 
mended that the federal 
government “set standards 
for the issuance of sources of 
identification, such as driv¬ 
er’s licenses.” 

The federal act sets min¬ 


imum standards for produc¬ 
tion and issuance of state- 
issued driver’s licenses and 
identification cards. It also 
prohibits federal agencies 
from accepting for official 
uses driver’s licenses and IDs 
from “noncompliant” states. 
By virtue of being granted 
an extension, Kentucky is 
not considered to be out of 
compliance. 

To date, 20 other states 
besides Kentucky have been 
given extensions, as have the 
District of Columbia and 
the territories of Guam, 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands. Twenty-one states 
are listed by the Depart¬ 
ment of Homeland Security 
as in compliance. Nine 
states and American Samoa 
are listed as noncompliant. 

“We are pleased Ken¬ 
tucky has been granted this 
extension,” said Rodney 
Kuhl, commissioner of the 
Department of Vehicle Reg¬ 
ulation within the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet. “It 
underlines the progress we 
have made and our commit¬ 
ment to completing the 


process. In addition, it pro¬ 
vides our driver’s license 
holders access to federal 
buildings that might other¬ 
wise be limited to them.” 

Complying with REAL 
ID is more complicated for 
Kentucky than for most 
other states - in part because 
driver’s licenses are issued by 
circuit court clerks, not by a 
department of motor vehi¬ 
cles. There are 142 issuance 
locations around Kentucky 
- all of which would have to 
meet a greatly enhanced 
security standard. A security 
assessment of the local offic¬ 
es is in process. 

The Kentucky driver’s 
license itself is not the issue. 
In fact, Kentucky in 2012 
began issuing a redesigned 
license and ID card that 
include state-of-the-art 
security features. In notify¬ 
ing Governor Steve Beshear 
of the extension, the Depart¬ 
ment of Homeland Security 
said it “recognizes your 
efforts in enhancing the 
security of your driver’s 
licenses and identification 
cards.”

Jones has Tommy John surgery; 
2015 season in doubt 


Nate Jones sustained an 
ulnar collateral ligament 
(UCL) tear in his right 
elbow during rehabilitation 
activities from an earlier 
microdiscectomy on his 
back from May 5. 

He and his wife, Lacy, 
flew to Florida on Monday, 
July 28, to meet with Dr. 
James Andrews. Doctor 
Andrews is the country’s 
renowned expert in elbow 
reconstruction (known as 
Tommy John) surgery. The 
surgery was successfully per¬ 
formed on Tuesday, July 29, 
and they (Nate/Lacy) flew 
back to Kentucky on 
Wednesday, July 30. 

On Monday, August 4, 
Nate will begin more reha¬ 
bilitation procedures at Bea¬ 
con Orthopedics and Sports 
Medicine in Cincinnati 
under the guidance of Dr. 
Tim Kremchek. 

There is no specific time¬ 
table for Jones’ full recover, 
but the expected period is 
anywhere from 12 to 18 
months. After missing 
almost all of the 2014 season 
(two games; five batters 
faced), now his 2013 season 
is also in doubt. 

White Sox general man¬ 
ager, Rick Hahn, was quot¬ 
ed as follows: “It (the UCL 
tear) came about during the 
rehab activities. It wasn’t 


something he had men¬ 
tioned prior to starting the 
throwing program. He felt a 
burning sensation in his 
elbow. A lot of time with the 
UCL tear, there’s a specific 
instance where a player feels 
a pop, so to speak, or some¬ 
thing specifically tears. That 
did not happen in this spe¬ 
cific occasion. Instead, when 
he tried to ramp up his 
throwing program, he felt 
some discomfort that he 
described as burning in his 
elbow.” 

Hahn said that Jones 
apologized to him after this 
latest setback, which the 
White Sox general manager 
said clearly wasn’t necessary. 

“Not surprisingly, he 
promised he was going to 
work extremely diligently to 
get back as quickly as he 
could,” Hahn said. “I actu¬ 
ally thought, although 
wrongfully feeling the need 
to apologize, he had a good 
mindset about it. He was 
ready to get the repair done 
and get back on his rehab as 
soon as possible. It’s unfor¬ 
tunate for the kid. He’s a 
guy with a lot of upside and 
somebody we thought 
would help us this year and 
next year. He has been 
through a lot going back to 
that first Spring Training 
conversation we had down 


in Glendale (Ariz) when it 
was first his back acting out. 
Again, it’s unfortunate, but 
given how hard he works 
and similarly his makeup, I 
know he will do everything 
in his power to get back as 
soon as he can. We’re going 
to have to just let biology 
take its course here as well.” 

Even with these myriad 
current setbacks following 
135 appearances over the 
last two seasons and a 3.55 
ERA, the White Sox are not 
ruling out Jones as a long¬ 
term fit. “For the time being, 
it creates an opportunity for 
somebody internally to step 
up and fill the void, or 
potentially another item to 
pursue in the coming weeks 
and months,” Hahn said.

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Common poultry parasites 
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How to make your own salsa 


A variety of parasites attack 
poultry by either sucking 
blood or feeding on their skin, 
and feathers. Knowing what 
pests may be bugging your 
flock will help you figure out 
how to deal with the problem. 
Continuous external parasites 
are ones that spend their entire 
adult life on their host. Tem¬ 
porary parasites feed on, but 
do not live on, their host. 

Some continuous external 
parasites include: 

Northern fowl mite: The 
most common external para¬ 
site in chickens, turkeys, game 
birds, pigeons etc., northern 
fowl mites are commonly 
spread through bird contact. 
Signs of infestation depend on 
severity. Heavy infestation can 
cause anemia. Chickens may 
lose weight and exhibit 
decreased feed intake and egg 
production and a lower carcass 
quality. Look for dark patches 
on the feathers and on the skin 
around the vent area. They are 
fast movers and leave behind a 
lot of fecal material. They are 
usually more of a problem in 
cooler months. “No Mite 
Strips” are an effective way to 
control this mite in your flock. 
Some powdered insecticides 
also work, but you need to 
read the labels very carefully. 
Organic producers may want 
to use something like diatoma- 
ceous earth as a natural insect 
preventative. The lifecycle of 
these mites is five to seven 
days, so growers will need to 
be vigilant in repeating treat¬ 
ments to prevent a large infes¬ 
tation. 

Sticktight fleas: Although 
they are called fleas, they are 
stationary compared to other 
fleas. They burrow; females 
attach to the skin around the 
face and wattles to lay eggs. 
Sticktight flea larvae develop 
in the soil around chicken 
cages, and a few weeks later, 
adult fleas emerge to continue 
their lifecycle. If you raise 
chickens in wire cages three or 
more feet above the ground, 
you wont usually have a large 
sticktight flea infestation. You 
can use Sevin dust on the fleas 
and on the litter. An alterna¬ 
tive treatment method is to 
coat the adult fleas with petro¬ 
leum jelly. 

Scaly leg mites: These 
mites burrow into and live 
under the scales of the feet, 
lifting the scales and deform¬ 
ing the feet. Chickens in wire 
cages three feet or more above 
the ground don’t usually have 
problems with these mites. 
Prevention is easier than treat¬ 
ment, so you should inspect 
new birds before adding them 
to your flock. These mites are 
frequently picked up at poul¬ 
try shows, so you should treat 
all chickens upon returning 
from a show. You can treat 
scaly leg mites by dipping 
chickens’ legs in linseed oil or 
petroleum jelly at seven day 
intervals for three weeks. 
Never use fuel oil, kerosene, 
motor oil or other liquid 
petroleum products on chick¬ 
ens. Even after mites are dead, 
the swollen and deformed look 


may remain. 

Chicken lice: Lice feed on 
blood and other fluids, and 
they cause birds to become 
restless. That feeling adversely 
affects feed intake, digestion, 
growth and egg production. 
Young birds have a tougher 
time with lice. Lice tend to be 
more abundant in unclean, 
overcrowded conditions. Pesti¬ 
cides used for Northern fowl 
mites will usually control lice. 

Temporary parasites can 
also be annoying and hard to 
control. A number of blood¬ 
sucking external parasites feed 
on chickens, but they don’t 
actually take up permanent 
residence. After feeding, they 
usually leave the host and hide 
in the floor and walls of the 
housing near the host. The 
most common are: 

Fowl ticks: These soft ticks 
are also known as blue bugs. 
They are very different from 
ticks found on dogs and cats. 
Fowl ticks are reddish brown 
to dark brown, and they have 
wrinkled skin. Female fowl 
ticks lay several batches of 
eggs, usually 30 to 100 eggs 
per batch, sometimes 700 to 
800 eggs in her lifetime. They 
need a blood meal to produce 
each batch. If conditions are 
right, ticks grow from egg to 
adult in about 30 days. Adults 
are extremely resistant to star¬ 
vation and can live more than 
a year without a blood meal. 

Chicken mites: Also 
known as red mites or roost 
mites, they are often confused 
with the Northern fowl mite, 
but these mites do not spend 
their entire life on their host. 
Chicken mites are pretty small, 
but you can see them, and they 
are typically visible in large 
numbers. 

Bed bugs: Typically found 
in large numbers, adults are 
reddish brown and can com¬ 
pletely engorge on hosts in 
about five to 10 minutes. 

All of these temporary par¬ 
asites cause similar damage. 
You will probably see birds 
with bloody lesions of various 
sizes. Changes in poultry 
housing have almost eliminat¬ 
ed these three main temporary 
parasites from commercial 
flocks. However, they do 
sometimes appear in small 
flocks of chickens, other poul¬ 
try, or exotic birds such as 
parakeets and cockatiels. 
Because they are so rare now, it 
may be difficult to find pesti¬ 
cides labeled specifically for 
treating them. There are a few 
things you can do to minimize 
them. You need to eliminate 
cracks and crevices where these 
pests shelter. Prevent wild 
birds and rodents from enter¬ 
ing with screens or other barri¬ 
ers. Treatment should include 
a thorough cleaning and sani¬ 
tizing of the poultry house. 
You can detect any parasites by 
examining your flock on a 
regular basis. Early detection 
really helps control any prob¬ 
lems that may occur. 

To learn more about poul¬ 
try parasites, contact the Pend¬ 
leton County Cooperative 
Extension Service. 


Tomatoes are now in sea¬ 
son, and soon you might 
have more on your hands 
than you know what to do 
with. A great way to use 
excess tomatoes, peppers, 
onions and other ingredients 
is by making salsa you can 
enjoy fresh now, or preserve 
for use throughout the year. 

To safely can salsa at 
home, you have to use proper 
food preservation techniques. 
If preserved incorrectly, the 
salsa could not only taste bad 
but also result in botulism, a 
deadly food-borne illness 
caused by toxins produced by 
bacteria in the canned food. 

There are thousands of 
salsa recipes out there. Not all 
of them are safe for canning. 
As with any food preservation 
recipe, make sure the one you 
select is research-based and 
meant for home canning. 
These recipes have been test¬ 
ed for their food safety and 
will ensure that you can at 
the right temperature for the 
appropriate length of time. 
Other salsa recipes, found on 
the Internet, in cookbooks or 
from the family recipe stash, 
should not be canned. Enjoy 
those salsas fresh or frozen for 
longer storage. 

Once you choose a 
research-based recipe - avail¬ 
able at your local extension 
office— be sure to follow it 
closely. Do not change the 
ingredient amounts. Never 
reduce the specified amount 


The Pendleton County 
Conservation District contin¬ 
ues the Dead Livestock 
Removal Program for the sev¬ 
enteenth year as a service to 
the landowners/producers of 
Pendleton County. However, 
the rules and regulations 
changed a couple years ago so 
be aware of the changes and 
prepare to abide by them! The 
new rules are there will be a 
limit of five total head (this 
includes mixed or all one spe¬ 
cies) to the same name and/or 
address without any ques¬ 
tions. After that the Pendle¬ 
ton County Animal Control 
person will be asked to check 
for neglect or natural causes of 
death. If natural causes there 
can be an additional two pick¬ 
ups for a total of seven in one 
fiscal year. This fiscal year will 
be July 1, 2014 through June 
30, 2013. Harmon's Dead 
Livestock Removal Service 
will pick up for you but you 
will have to pay the charges 
yourself for any after five or 
seven pickups. 

Any natural disaster will 
be reviewed by the Conserva¬ 
tion District Board of Super¬ 
visors. When you have a dead 
animal (cow, horse, hog or 
sheep) contact the Harmon's 
Dead Livestock Removal Ser¬ 
vice at 839-567-2111 as soon 
as possible, give them good 
directions to your pickup site, 
a paved or hard surface for 
easy loading. Also give them a 
phone number where you can 
be reached. Harmon's Dead 


of lemon juice, lime juice, or 
vinegar. By adding the right 
amount of one of these acids, 
you can safely can salsa in a 
boiling water canner. 

In addition to using the 
right ingredients and proper 
processing time and tempera¬ 
ture, headspace, or the 
amount of space between the 
top of the jar and the food, is 
very important. This allows 
air to vent from the jar dur¬ 
ing heating and creates a 
vacuum seal between the jar 
and the lid as the jar cools. 
For most salsa recipes, the 
headspace should be 0.5 
inch. 

Extension offers a series 
of home canning publica¬ 
tions. FCS3-578, “Home 
Canning Basics,” provides an 
introduction to safe home 
canning. FCS3-581, “Home 
Canning Salsa,” includes reci¬ 
pes for beginning, intermedi¬ 
ate and advanced canners, 
important food safety infor¬ 
mation and step-by-step 
instructions for canning salsa.

Livestock Service will bill the 
Conservation District for the 
full amount charged, no out 
of pocket cost to you. 

This service is made pos¬ 
sible through a grant from the 
Kentucky Division of Conser¬ 
vation State Cost Share Envi¬ 
ronmental Program and a 
budgeted item of the Pendle¬ 
ton County Conservation 
District. The Pendleton 
County Fiscal Court supports 
this program and encourages 
landowners/producers of 
Pendleton County (only) to 
use this program. 

Kentucky law regulates 
the proper disposal methods 
for dead livestock. Disposing 
of dead animal properly can 
also help control coyote and 
other predator problems. 
Leaving carcasses in pastures 
or open pits not only encour¬ 
ages coyotes to associate live¬ 
stock with food, but also 
causes coyotes and predators 
to congregate near homes and 
farms. 

Water quality plans con¬ 
cerns can also be properly 
addressed using approved 
methods of disposal. This will 
help ensure the protection of 
surface and ground water in 
Pendleton County.

Back to school on a budget 


A new school year is 
quickly approaching, and 
you’ve probably noticed the 
shelves at retail stores are 
lined with school supplies. If 
you have children in school, 
this is something you know is 
going to happen every year. It 
may not be included in your 
normal monthly budget, 
however, because it is not a 
reoccurring expense. Don’t 
worry. You can still prepare 
and save yourself time and 
money when your family 
purchases supplies and 
clothes for the new school 
year.

Talk 
with your children about the 
difference between needs and 
wants before going to the 
store, especially if they will be 
shopping with you. Check 
out retail store sales flyers or 


coupons in your local news¬ 
paper or online. 

At the store, stick to the 
items your child needs. Often 
stores will give large dis¬ 
counts to entice you to buy 
more. If your budget allows, 
you may set aside a small 
amount of cash, such as two 
to three dollars to allow your 
son or daughter to pick a 
small want on their list once 
you are at the store, such as a 
printed binder as opposed to 
a less expensive plain binder. 

Before going clothes 
shopping make sure you 
know the dress code for your 
child’s school. Sort through 
your children’s closet to 
determine what clothing 
items they can still wear from 
last year and what you need 
to purchase. Remember you 
can spread out your clothes 
buying over several months 
because you child won’t need 
some items like snow boots 
or jackets until it gets colder. 

You are also less likely to 
overspend if you bring a set 
amount of cash to the store 
and leave when it’s gone, 
compared to using a credit 
card that doesn’t have imme¬ 
diate consequences.
